IRGINIA state convention was held 

this time at Pulaski, Virginia, in the 
new church where the best representa- 
tion from all over the state, both the 
ministry and laity, was in attendance. The 
services were especially visited by the 
Holy Spirit, both in the direction of the 
speakers as well as sending mighty waves 
of His presence throughout the entire 
congregation where the shouts of ecstatic 
joy were heard from hearts redeemed by 
love divine.

NORTH CAROLINA STATE 
CONVENTION 

The North Carolina state convention 
was held again at Kannapolis, North 
Carolina, June 20-23. But, since we had 
planned for Brother Johnson and myself 
to attend both the South Carolina and the 
North Carolina conventions which con- 
vened the same week end, I attended 
North Carolina meeting for Thursday 
night, Friday and Friday night, then I 
went to South Carolina Saturday, while 
Brother Johnson came up to North Caro- 
lina, thus making it possible for both of 
us to be at both conventions part of the 
time. 

The convention was well attended, and 
the services were especially good. There 
was a sweet spirit prevailing in each 
service, but this was easily accounted for 
when the reports were given by the vari- 
ious district overseers, which showed that 
1,935 had been saved, 961 sanctified, 652 
filled with the Holy Ghost, and 884 
united with the Church of God during 
the year. While there are always more or 
less exclusions, they showed a gain’ in 
membership of 483. We now have 103 
churches with a membership of 4,275 in 
North Carolina, 91 church houses, and 34 
parsonages. They have built, since last 
convention, nine new church houses and 
five new parsonages. The reports also 
showed there were 63 Ladies Willing 
Workers Bands who had paid into the va- 
rious local treasuries $3,628.79. There 
were reported 100 S. 3s and 74 Y. 
P. E’s. The Y. P. E’s alone paid in $2,- 
443.82. I was not privileged to be in the 
convention at the time of the Y. P. E. 
service but Brother Ralph Williams, the 
state superintendent, informed me that he 
had a nice offering in the amount of 
$385.22 for missions, to be reported at 
the convention. The various districts 
brought $352.00 to help with the ex- 
penses of the Bible School which began 
immediately following the convention. I 
understand they had near a hundred and 
twenty-five students enrolled in their 
state Bible School. 

I called Brother Williams from South 
Carolina and he informed me that the 
mission offering totalled $2,500.00, 
which was more than double what they 
had last year or any previous record of 
North Carolina. But, while I was there at 
the beginning of the convention you 
could tell the big secret was growing 
more interesting every hour, and, of 
course, we rejoice for the doubling of the 
missions of last year.

OF all hard things to be understood by the 
Preachers 


preachers of the nominal churches of today, 
the marvelous growth and success of the holiness 
movement in the last decade is possibly the hardest. 

Recently, at a conference at Blue Ridge, N. C., Dr. Liston 
Pope, Yale professor, led in a discussion on ““The Task of the 
Church in Community Building.” In this discussion the doctor 
undertook to explain the rise of the new organizations and re- 
ligious orders. Said he, “The rise of 
the new sects such as the Church of 
God is the most interesting and sig- 
nificant aspect of recent church his- 
tory in the South. The sects have had 
success only in the last ten years but 
in those years they have grown rap- 
idly. In one county the membership 
rose from 500 to 4,000, and the 
number of churches increased by 28. 

Failure of Older Churches 

“Some people try to explain their 
growth on the basis of ignorance or 
hypnotism, but there is more to it 
than that. The main cause is the fail- 
ure of the older churches to meet the 
needs of the people. Eighty per cent of the members of the sects 
were formerly members of the older churches, but became dis- 
gruntled about some way in which the church was not satisfy- 
ing their needs. 

“Economics is a factor for they flourish most in depression 
times. The poor join and find compensation for their poverty in 
the hope for the other world. They can’t go to the movies, so 
they go to church and have just as much fun. There are psy- 
chological reasons; the meetings give them an opportunity for 
emotional expression. The work of the mill hands is tiring and 
monotonous, so in church they find the excitement they crave. 

“The members of the sects must live by rigid rules. They 
tithe always, giving more on the average than the church mem- 
bers in the richer uptown churches. Members must come to 
church nearly every night. Dressing immodestly, drinking, 
wearing jewelry and dancing are against their beliefs. Thus the 
sect is a moral community in comparison with the churches, 
social institutions, which allow to membership all respected peo- 
ple who wish to join, with little regard as to what kind of life 
they live. 

Sect and Church 
“The sect tends to change into a church, the characteristics 
of the sect being exchanged for those of the church. The meet- 
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Trust and rest when all around thee

ings of the sect are full of violent action, dancing, swaying, 
shouting, and all kinds of physical participation by the whole 
congregation. In contrast the church services are restrained and 
dignified, with the congregation listening instead of acting. 
The sect is self-centered and personal; the church culture-cen- 
tered and traditional. The sect often has meetings every night, 
the church not more than three a week. The service of the sect 
follows the leading of the spirit spontaneously, the church 
service follows a printed program. The religion of the sect em- 
phasizes life after death, the church a respectable life on earth. 

““Wherever there is a large group of people living on the mar- 
gin of the community the emotional sects thrive. It is the only 
institution that deigns to recognize the poor. The sect church 
offers religious status as a substitute for social status; if a per- 
son cannot be a leader in the community, he can be a leader in 
the sect.” 

It is indeed interesting and amusing to hear some of the 
twentiteth century nominal church leaders try to explain about 
the growth of the holiness movement. In Dr. Pope’s explana- 
tion much truth is found and many things that he has said are 
a great tribute to the Church of God and other holiness move- 
ments. However, he contradicts himself when he says they 
can’t go to the movies by stating that they give more in church 
services than the members of the richer uptown churches. They 
could go to the movies if they wanted to go but that “want 
to” has been extracted. That is what Dr. Pope can’t under- 
stand. 

We can tell Dr. Pope why it is that eighty per cent of the 
members of holiness movements have left the nominal churches. 
It js because of that very fact that he himself has admitted, 
that the nominal churches do not regard the kind of life their 
members live so long as they are re- 
spectable people. However, those of 
its members who longed for spiritual 
food and who had an experience 
with God and longed for spiritual 
association and fellowship failed to 
find it. No, they did not get dis- 
gruntled, as Dr. Pope has said, but 
they did get hungry and thirsty for 
the deeper things of God. 

Dr. Pope does not seem to under- 
stand just why there is so much 
shouting, dancing, and physical exer- 
cise in the holiness movement, but 
he may well understand that these 
outbursts of applause, shouts of joy, 
usually accompany achievements of success. The town only 
cheers when the home team is winning at the ball game. At the 
political convention the party which is winning is the one that 
cheers. Holiness is taught in God’s Word and God’s people who 
have adhered to it are happy and rejoicing because it is going 
forward and because the latter rain is falling. This is why there

‘ are spontaneous outbursts of joy. 


Most of the nominal churches were born in a revival and 
through the years that they were enjoying great progress and 
success, spiritually, their mothers, filled with old time religion, 
shouted up and down the aisles and around the altar. Those who 
became members first prayed through to victory, But why are 
there no more shouts? The church has failed to progress. It has 
failed to be a religious institution and has become a social in- 
stitution and for all practical purposes deserves not the status 
of a soul-saving institution. The nominal church might as well 
put on a robe of mourning and stand in awe and silence as the 
great movement of holiness marches on. 

Why has the holiness movement so thrived in the past decade? 
Why more now than at other times? The question is not that 
it is to meet the needs of the underprivileged because the nomi- 
nal churches have some of the poorest of the poor who never get

EXT, “The hearing ear, and the see- 
ing eye, the Lord hath made even 
both of them,” Prov.

Since the Lord is the Creator of our 
ears and eyes, and in fact our entire body, 
we are then held responsible to use them 
to His glory.

he gazes at him long and earnestly, then 
you see his face light up with a purpose. 
His step will become firm and decisive, 
and he will walk over, lay a comradely, 
affectionate arm about his brother’s 
shoulder, and will help in whatever way 
his brother may have need of. 

You will notice that Mr. Christian is 
continually using the telescope to search 
for new opportunities to be doing some- 
thing for the Master. Why? Because he 
has had a vision of Heaven and is encour- 
aged to make himself a citizen of that 
country by and through the salvation ex- 
tended him by the Ruler of that country. 

The next person who appears on the 
stage of action is Mr. Sinner. Mr. Sinner 
walks in with a careless, noisy, and bois- 
terous manner. He has a gay but reckless 
expression upon his countenance, whose 
features bear marks of indulgences of va- 
rious natures in the pleasures of sin. With 
a bored manner he lifts the telescope out 
of its case and toys with it rather nerv- 
ously, finally raising it to his eyes with an 
air of curiosity. He moves it up and down 
and round in a circle. Suddenly, his 
muscles tense, his attitude becomes that 
of strained attention. You direct your 
eyes to the object of his attention; you see 
what it is that holds him with such an 
evil fascination. It is all the pleasures of 
sin paraded in front of his eyes in all their 
gilded splendor, by a hand invisible to 
him but clearly visible to you as the devil, 
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fallen archangel, destroyer of souls. Mr. 
Sinner is so thrilled with what he sees 
that his eyes protrude, his nostrils dilate 
with excitement, his sensuous lips drool 
with saliva as he freely gives himself over 
to the desires that now rack his very soul. 
You see him smile stupidly and with wild, 
insane haste rush to join millions of others 
who are enjoying the pleasures of sin for 
a season. 

The next fellow who appears is Mr. 
Hypocrite. He is a very pious appearing 
fellow, all dressed in sombre black. His 
whole general appearance is one of ef- 
fected righteousness and _ self-centered 
piety, not a very pleasing acquaintance 
indeed. With a smirk of conceit he picks 
up the telescope with long, thin, white 
hands that appear to have no life in their 
coloring. He aims the lens at a large mir- 
ror in which his image is clearly reflected. 
He examines himself thoroughly and 
practices the many false expressions he 
wears On so many occasions. Finally you 
see him shrug his shoulders with a satis- 
fied air and mutter to himself that he is 
now positive he can fool everyone with his 
air of assumed righteousness. He marches 
off to join an army of church workers 
who are passing by, and to mix and min- 
gle with them to his heart’s content. 

Lagging footsteps are heard, the cur- 
tains part, another character is ushered on 
the scene. He enters into view with a 
tired, somewhat uncertain gait. His fea- 
tures are drawn and weary. His entire 
countenance denotes something of sloth- 
fulness, something of dread, and an indif- 
ferent attitude of bewilderment. He 
doesn’t seem to show very much interest 
in any particular object or thing. But by 
and by the telescope attracts his attention 
somewhat, and with his expression chang- 
ing to one of idle curiosity he raises it to 
his eyes. He points it up the road that 
leads to Heaven. His eyes alight with joy 
as he remembers the good spiritual bless- 
ings he has enjoyed in time past, while 
traveling up the narrow trail. He sees 
many things that bring to his mind for- 
mer trials and triumphs and their attend- 
ing sorrows and joys. He relives every 
one of them with intense _ pleasure. 
The telescope raises from object 
to object slowly on up the narrow trail, 
around treacherous curves, over steep 
and rocky mountains, of trial and hard- 
ship that only the bravest of the brave 
and hardiest of the hardy could ever hope 
to surmount. Suddenly, without warn- 
ing, the most beautiful gates that man has 
ever beheld appear in view. Exquisite 
scenes are beheld so far above anything in 
our natural world until the languages 


spoken here will not describe even the 
smallest portion of them. Mr. Backslider 
seems to shake his head as a man in a 
daze. His eyes have a far-away look as he 
slowly lowers the telescope and sits there 
in deep meditation over the things he has 
seen. Finally he again raises the telescope 
and looks downward in the opposite direc- 
tion to the way he formerly looked. He 
sees practically the same scenes that Mr. 
Sinner viewed with such rapt attention, 
but they do not have the same appeal to 
Mr. Backslider they had to Mr. Sinner. 
Nevertheless he finally shrugs his shoul- 
ders with the universal gesture of “who 
knows” and walks off in the same direc- 
tion as that taken by Mr. Sinner, with a 
slow, tortured, miserable manner, and a 
hopeless smile on his lips. He sees both 
sides, the good and the bad, but not being 
willing to pay the price, he blinds himself 
in a sense, at least as much as he can, and 
continues his effortless existence in misery 
and dejection. 


Quick, short, snappy steps are heard. 
“Swish” go the curtains and in walks the 
most energetic fellow you ever saw. He 
spies the telescope right off and makes 
for it with all his might. He snatches it 
up, muttering something about “This is 
the sort of thing I’ve been looking for. 
In my business it will be an immense help. 
I ought to see a mote a long ways with 
this instrument.” Right away you know 
you have seen Mr. Mote-Hunter in per- 
son. Several people are going along the 
near-by roads. Mr. Mote-Hunter picks 
up the telescope and trains it on each of 
them in turn. You hear him remark with 
glee time and time again, “Oh my, oh me, 
just look at the motes in Brother So and 
So’s eyes. I will be sure to point that out 
to our pastor. And look, oh my, Sister 
Service’s eyes are just filled with motes.

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Question: Please explain Luke 10:30. Is 
this a parable or is it not?—I. M. K. 

Answer: The scripture referred to is 
the story of the good Samaritan. Sco- 
field’s Bible has a heading “Parable of 
the Good Samaritan,” though Luke does 
not call it a parable but begins it by say- 
ing, “A certain man went down from Je- 
rusalem to Jericho.” There are other stor- 
ies given by Jesus as illustrations which 
begin the same way. It is the personal 
opinion of the Editor that this is a para- 
ble. In fact, even though it were a true 
story, it would be a parable because a 
parable is a parallel happening to illus- 
trate, and this story was given to illus- 
trate a true neighbor and to the Jews 
that Jesus Christ of Nazareth was that 
neighbor who had come to help them. 
Since all illustrations used by Jesus were 
given for the purpose of teaching, one 
must not lose the lesson in gazing at the 
picture, but draw from the illustration 
that lesson which Christ intended that 
they should.

Question: Who will be the servants at

Answer: Christ uses the bride and 
bridegroom to show the relationship be- 
tween the Church and Christ.

The 
same was true with those illustrations 
which were used by the apostles. It is to 
be believed that the bride of Christ 
should be a servant of Christ and that He 
will take those unto Himself whé are 
servants of His. 

Question: Was Cornelius a saved man 
before Peter went over to Caesarea and 
told him what he ought to know or 
preached to them and the Holy Ghost fell 
on them?—J. C. H. 

Answer: A description of Cornelius’ 
religious experience is given in the 2nd 
verse of the-10th chapter of Acts. He is 
described as a devout man and one that 
feared God with all his house, who gave 
much alms to the people and prayed to 
God always. The 3d verse shows that he 
was close enough to God that he saw in 
a vision, evidently about the ninth hour 
of the day, an angel of God coming in to 
him and saying unto him, “Cornelius,” 
etc. Such a description certainly pictures 
Cornelius as having a religious experience. 
Whether he had heard of Jesus as Christ 
or not, we do not know. Possibly he had 
not, and of course had he not heard of 
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Jesus he was not a Christian, however, 
he might have been godly as he was ready 
to accept Christ when he heard of Him. 
The Christian would do well to have such 
an experience as is described in this intro- 
duction.

= E thou faithful unto death and 
I will give thee a crown of life.” 
This divine command with its 
unfailing promise ever spurs me 

onward to the eternal goal. 
A few Sundays ago, while going to a 
place quite a distance from here for serv- 
ice, our interpreter, Samuel, said he had a 
headache but it was nothing serious. 
However, when he tried to interpret in 
the meeting he fainted and _ everyone 
thought he was dying right there. After 
prayer he revived enough to be brought 
home, but was still quite unable to serve 
in the meeting. For several days after, 
even with earnest prayer in his behalf, he 
became worse instead of better, so Brother 
Case took him to his home in Chengan- 
nur, from which place after two weeks of 
severe suffering, he left us all to be with 
Jesus. A sturdy young*man, a zealous 
Christian, very talented Sunday School 
teacher and faithful worker with us,— 
now enjoying the blessed promise of God, 
for “faithful to death” was he. To say we 
miss him is entirely too mild. It seems 
through every day we need his helping 
hand which was ever ready to aid us. Our 
language study is checked and we are 
greatly handicapped in contacting the 
people, even though we are able to speak 
to them a little in their own language. We 
do not understand God’s plan in his death, 
but we do not question, for God’s ways 
are above our ways as the heaven is above 
the earth. So, though we feel our loss 
greatly, we can only believe God to sup- 
ply the vacancy with the man of His 
choice, and we know God’s arrangement 

will always be best for His children. 
After Samuel had gone to his home, we 
learned he had typhoid fever, plenty of 
which is in this country. When this dread- 
ful disease attacks a white person here, it 
is generally fatal. So, of course, we had 
some days of waiting before the Lord for 
His protection, for we were all exposed 
to the same. Psalm 37:4, 5, “Delight thy- 
self also in the Lord; and he shall give 
thee the desires of thine heart. Commit 
thy way unto the Lord; trust also in him; 
and he shall bring it to pass.” Praise His 
name. He has brought it to pass, for we 
are all well, safe under His protecting 
hand. The devil gave us an awful fright 
just before Samuel’s death. Our baby, 
Sylvia Sue, had a terrible fever. We knew 
no cause for it and still haye, found no 
cause, unless it was typhoid beginning. 
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For several days and nights she simply 
withered under the scorching’ fever, but 
we continued in prayer and God rebuked 
that fever and completely healed her. Oh, 
glory. He is so precious, even more so here 
in India because, of course, we have 
learned to rely upon Him more complete- 
ly and He has had a chance to show us 
His power. Our difficulties and absence 
of human aid have been His opportuni- 
ties to prove His promises in our behalf. 
We do praise Him for His protection, for 
His healing. for His guidance, for His 
strength and help in every way He has 
given to us. 


While Samuel is now safe with the 
Lord, there are millions of his fellowmen 
here still without a ray of hope for eter- 
nity. This is the time of year for a special 
celebration of the Hindus in a temple in 
a sacred forest about ninety miles from 
here. For days Hindus have been stream- 
ing past our house in buses, and walking 


.in Companies of twenty, twenty-five, and 


fifty. Their forty days of purification 
finished, they are now on their way to the 
temple. All through the day and night 
they pass, repeating the name of the god 
which they are going to worship. During 
the festival in the sacred feast they claim 
many miracles are performed. Last week 
end the district convention was held 


about three miles from this forest. While ° 





at the convention we saw several thou- 
sand people already gathered, among 
whom we distributed Christian literature, 
praying that the Scripture portions there- 
on’ would reach their hearts now bound in 
darkness. The ceremony is full of sacri- 
fices and devil dancing. In a large circle 
fire is placed and in the fire huge chains. 
When these chains are red hot, the people 
dancing under the power of the devil run 
through this fire and even wrap these 
chains around their bodies, and yet all 
this availeth nothing. Oh, that a ray of 
the gospel light might burst their bonds 
of sin and fetters of Satan. 


There are many efforts being put forth 
to save the lost here, but there is still 
much to do. The work has just begun, by 
no means completed; so our responsibility 
is yet binding. “Go ye into the world and 
preach the gospel to every creature.” 
While we were conducting meetings in 
Madras during the week between Christ- 
mas and New Year, the burden for this 
work pressed anew upon my heart, as 
the Lord let me catch a fresh vision of the 
lost. The Hindu cremation ground is just 
a short distance from our church there. 
Every time we were in service at least one 
Hindu funeral procession passed. With 
bright lights, in hilarious mood, with 


weird music, the crowd moved on with

Church at Travancore, India. This building was built with 
money sent by the Mission Board. 
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News from Rumania brings stories of 
a new and bitter attack against the Jews 
in that unhappy country.

“PERILOUS TIMES” that now exist ev- 
erywhere. 

Our country today has 4,228,000 Jew- 
ish citizens, according to TIME, which 
states further that “From the time of his 
circumcision, on the eighth day after 
birth, until his death and burial, the 
practicing Jew keeps close to his Rabbi, is 
guided by him.” The magazine carried a 
story of a great Jewish conference at 
Charlevoix. The gist of the speaker’s mes- 
sage was that the world needed the mes- 
sage of Israel and therefore the Jews 
must maintain the faith of their fathers. 
One learned rabbi after another painted 
dark and gloomy pictures of the future 
of the world but seemed to think that on- 
ly Israel’s message could bring peace and 
hope to a troubled and hopeless world. 
Of course, they are firm in their rejec- 
tion of Christ and His divinity. Their 
program runs to social service rather than 
to giving spiritual life. With all their 
learning, and they are learned, they are 
blind as to the clearest message of their 
prophets. The day cannot be far distant 
when they will see Him whom they 
pierced and all Israel will cry “BLESSED 
IS HE THAT COMETH IN THE 
NAME OF THE LORD.”

right with God. It is because we are liv- 
ing in the day of the latter rain when 
God is pouring out His Spirit upon the 
people and making ready His Church for 
the rapture so that they will be ready to 
meet Him in the air when He shall de- 
scend with a shout, with the voice of the 
archangel, and shall resurrect the dead in 
Christ and catch away those that are alive 
in Christ to meet Him in the air and be 
at the great marriage supper. Would it 
not be a wonderful thing that those 
churches which are in the condition de- 
scribed by Dr. Pope could see them- 
selves and put on a robe of mourning and 
become converted to the truth, accepting 
the true light of holiness! 

Dr. Pope has the church and sect re- 
versed. The word “‘sect” means section 
or faction. Nominal churches do not ac- 
cept holiness or the baptism of the Holy 
Spirit as Bible doctrines, hence are believ- 
ing only in a part of the Bible. They are, 
therefore, sects. The Church of God be- 
lieves in the whole Bible, therefore can- 
not be classed rightfully as a sect but as 
the Church. It is only as people are be- 
lievers in the whole Word of God that 
they are worthy of the name “Church.”

You can tell by looking at him that he is 
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the sort of person who would keep a con- 
fidential secret but he would keep it in 
the wrong sense of the word. He would 
keep it going. He selects the telescope and 
begins to probe into his fellow creature’s 
lives. He walks over and hides behind the 
curtains and with the telescope he scans 
each of his fellow creatures in turn, learn- 
ing all their habits, all their friends, all 
their many and varied interests, in fact, 
very few things are overlooked in his tele- 
scopic inventory of their lives. He con- 
denses all the good into compact fotm 
and discards it, then all the bad is summed 
up in one article. He proceeds to elabor- 
ate on all the bad in each man’s life, until 
he has a greatly magnified story to tell or 
confide into his neighbor’s ear. You see 
him start through the community with 
his telescope. He goes from house to house 
with his story of bad news, which always 
grows a little in size after each visit. Be- 
ware of Mr. Tattle Gossip. He is con- 
stantly on the alert, he carries his tele- 
scope with him wherever he goes and he 
never misses an opportunity to obtain a 
story to tell. He sees only one object 
through his telescope, and that is a tale 
to peddle about every one. Again I say be- 
ware. Characters are ruined, hearts are 
broken, souls are doomed, homes are 
wrecked and lives become undesirable be- 
cause of the activities of this man, what 
he sees and tells. 

A heavy, deliberate step is heard. A 
heavy jowled, dark visaged individual en- 
ters the rostrum and approaches the tele- 
scope with a methodical haughty manner. 
He is well dressed and well fed and cre- 
ates an atmosphere of creature comfort 
and luxurious indulgence about him. He 
is examining the telescope. with satisfac- 
tion, and you see an evil gleam appear in 
his eye. You have met Mr. Covet, and if 
you own anything of any value keep it 
hidden from his hawkish eye, and under 
lock and key, if you want to continue to 
possess it. He now has in his power a 
a great instrument. It will assist him 
greatly in seeing many things to obtain. 
He will stop at nothing to obtain what 
he desires and he desires everything he 
sees of any worth. An example of the 
havoc that can be wrought through this 
man’s seeking to gratify his evil desires is 
plainly shown and being shown now just 
across the “pond” in Europe. Recently, as 
every one knows, a military dictator 
raised his telescope to his eye and gazed 
off into space. As he looked Mr. Covet 
entered his life and he became obsessed 
with the idea that he should possess more 
power and more territory, so he set the 
wheels of war in motion, caring little for 
the cost in human lives and _ material 
wealth.
